The following hints for the proper growing and 


production of bedding Roses is taken from an 


article written by one of our best authorities on bedding Roses. 


“It is preferable to plant bedding Roses in the Fall 


where dormant plants are used, suckering 


stocks being the only objection to budded or grafted plants, but these can be readily distinguished and
